with little expectation that it will bf
adopted. Municipalities are hedged!
in by prohibitions to incur debt over terq
per cent of valuation, unless by the au- - '

thorityof a majority of the electors; to I

aid in any way any association or cor-- J

poration. or to construct or own" a rall--J

road. Railways receive flattering atten-
tions in articles giving the legislature
power to prohibit discrimination; toreg-utet- e

the speed of trains; to "establish
reasonable maximum rates of charges
for the transportation of passengers or
freight" (in which ship or other canals
are likewise specified); and other arti-

cles forbidding consolidation with com-

peting lines, or having any agreement
about freight and fares with them, and
requiring that no president, director,
officer, or employe of a railroad shall
be interested in supplying matt-ri- al

to that rood or in the business of
transporting passengers or goods oyerits
line. The consolidation of competing
telegraph lines, even by the purchase of
oae by the other, and the holding by one
company of a controlling interest in an-

other, is strictly forbidden. The
interest on puUIo funds, loaned or
deposited, shall always be paid over, to
the State, munioipaiuy, or other owner,
the State nor any municipal corporation
may appropriate money ior sectarian
purposes; there 6hall be no special legis?
latioii: the legislature's session shall be
biennial. The people of Tennessee are
not unobservant spectators of the pro-
posed change in other State constitu
tions, as they will be called upon to dto
ettas this subject in a short tune, as we
are satisfied that a majority are opposed
to the present constitution of the State,
which was adopted under peculiar cir
cumstances; at a time when everything
was in a chaotic state. The coustitu
tion of Tennessee, like that of "Virginia,
puts needless restrictionsTjpon'thfc legiS'

lative power; cripples the btate govern
ment by legislating on. matters which
fchould be left to the wisdom of the legis-

lature. There are many obnoxious
features in the present constitution of
Tennessee, and a new constitution
should be adopted at as early a day as
possible.

"WEST TEXKESSEE LTJKATIC AUTJCHS.

"We believe Memphis will yet. secure
the lunatic asylum. There is a stropg
ami growing feeling to locate this insti-
tution in the suburbs of this city.

The
county of Shelby and city of Memphis
undoubtedly present superior advantages
of this kind, and certainly pay a much
larger State tax than Gibson county and
the town of Humboldt ever expect to
pay-- 1 The friends and advocates of
other points have studiously en
deavored to prejudice the - publid
mind against. Shelby because Memphis- -

in the past year. This seems to us
father disingenuous, from ihe fact that
no one desires to locate the asylum
within the corporate limits of Memphis,
and outside of these limits, Shelby is no
more liable to epidemics than any other
county In the State. Besides, these gen
tlemen seem to take it for granted that
Memphis must necessarily continue to
le by epidemics in future.
This, we tbinfi, is sheer assumption and
wholly without foundation in reason.

Before the 'gestionis final-
ly digpoaed of, we hope that the liberal
oilers and other advantages held out by
Shelby may be more fully considered
and better appreciated."

The man that built the new
Memphis gas works doesn't think so.
He has put his money in Dixon county
iron banks.

The railway route from Memphis to
New Orleans is' open, and if McComb
had finished the road to Paducab, and
the two roads north and south of this
city were connected, Memphis at this
hour would be on the line of the two great-
est thoroughfares of the continent This
perfected road of McComb's will consti-
tute another Mississippi river, the de-

fects' of the first supplied by the excel-
lencies of the second. One is of water,
the other of iron; but the stream of the
world's travel and wealth will flow in
nearly equal volumes along both. Let
great ships only have access to New
Orleans, and the riches of all these
States will be turned backward into this
valley, and splendid cities and houses
and matchless estates will adorn the
shores of the great river.

Kitoxytlle is perfectly happy over
